would like to see carried out. The effort to be "all things to all 
people" has meant in practical terms that the Station has not been 
able to develop the facilities to permit it to follow through on any 
single operational program in an effective manner. 

It is recognized that the foregoing lacks in detailed 
specification of cases, but I am assuming that in your oral briefing 
of Mr. Hedden, you will be able to provide sufficient instances to 
give him a feel for this problem as well as for the confused liaison 
situation.
